It would perhaps be imprudent for you to remain long 
in Cornwall. It would be more advifeable that you 
fhould firlt eftablith yourfelf in Devonfhire, particularly 

_in that part which lies between the two rivers” the Ex 
and the Tamer. ‘This fituation, on ‘account of the pal- 
“fes'and mountains, will afford you an eafy and fafe re- 
treat from the parfuit of the enemy, as well as a more 
extenfive {phere for your operations. —With a little en- 
_terprize and {kill you might eafily fucceed in cutting off 
the communication between Dartniduth, Plymouth, and 
Portfmouth.—It. would not, however, be advifeable 
‘for yati to approach too near to-thofe places, on account 
’ of the numerous garrifons they contain, unlefs indeed 
trad information of .any commotion having taken 
place, which you fhould labour to promiote. It is there- 
fore of importance that immediately on your debarka- 
tion, you fhould direct your march towards Dedmans 
and Newport: Above the latter, and without pafling

At length the convention between the Emperor and 
he French is made known; and the hiftory of its 
being now publifhed is as curious, as the articles of the 
treaty are intrerefting. 

The Abbe Sieyes was the. firft perfon to make it 
public. Fearing that the propofals which Mr Gren- 
ville was commifhoned to make at Berlin fhould be 
accepted. Sieyes thonght he could not fo effectually 
poifon the mind gf the King of Pruflia again{t entering 
into any future coalition with the Houfe of Auftria, 
as by prefenting his Majelty with a copy of the fecret 
articles of that treaty. In doing fo, the Abbe has 
preferved his character of a fubtile politician. 

The King of Pruffia, after reading the articles of 
this treaty, is faid to have declared’he would never re- 
new his conneétion with the Houfe of Auttria. 

The Directory has alfo availed itfelf of the above 
treaty to alienate thofe ftates of the Empire, which are 
fuppofed to be moft attached to his Houfe. Accord- 
ingly feveral thoufand copies of it has been diftributed 
in the neighbourhood of the Rhine as an antidote a 
gainft placing any further dependence on the promifes 
of the Emperor. The Directory feems to place preat 
reliance on the effect which the expofure of this treaty 
is likely to produce.

Yefterday the French Miniiters received difpatches 
from Paris. In the evening they prefented the follow- 
ing note, and paper annexed, to the eputation : 
The underfigned, Plenipotentiaries of the French Re- 
public. have received orders from the Direétory to com- 
municate to the Deputation of the Empire the annexed 
proclamation of General Maffena, Commander in Chief 
in Helvetia. They have likewife received orders to re- 
peat the explanatiou given in their note of the rft, that 
the movements of the French army are to be confider- 
ed only asa meafure which circumftances have ditta- 
tec, and which will form no interruption of the earneft 
and fineere defire of peace, by which the French Go- 
vernment is animated.
